c. Noted that the Chief, Cl Staff, had sent out a rather 
lengthy book message on a particularly sensitive subject, and com- 
mented while the information contained therein should be made available 
to the Stations concerned, in view of the volume of cable traffic at the 
moment, it would have been better if the information concerned had 
been transmitted by other means, e. g. , by pouch where possible and 
by hand of TDY travelers. Mr. Helms stated that the same thought had 
struck him when he saw the come-back copy of this message and 
undertook to caution the DD/P components to hold down transmission 
by cables as much as possible. 
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
